Our Past Unearthed 
Preparing To Move 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


One never knows what One may find while 
packing up to move — what forgotten trea- 
sures and trivia may be tucked away in a 
seldom-used closet 

Last week, while packing for the move to 
new municipal offices, a town employee 
turned up a locked box stashed in a second- 
floor closet in Town Hall. An old key was 
attached to the handle of the box by a length 
of string 

The kev worked. And inside the cracked 
eather box, decorated with metal studs and 
lined with wallpaper, the town manager 
found piles of folded documents, packets of 
papers and small record books. At least one 
of those fragile papers, with lines of ornate 
script in faded ink on yellowed paper, is 
more than 225 years old 

Custodian Walter Muller last week found 
the compact box buried under piles of more 
routine cardboard cartons in a neglected 
closet upstairs in the town house. Town 
Manager Kenneth Mahony says the closet is 
part of an addition built in 1942; the antique 
box was probably stored there some 40 
years ago. 

The. box remained undetected last spring, 


when a professional archivist searched 
Town Hall from attic to basement for town 
records important enough to preserve and 
move to the new town offices 

The oldest paper found in the box is a 
bond dated 1758, the manager says. Other 
documents found in the forgotten box in 
clude an account book dated 1796

Deserving Andover High School se- 
niors will be sprung from school ten 
days earlier than their peers this 
spring, to give them a jump on the 
summer job market. (The actual re- 
lease date has not been set, since the 
last day of school for all seniors de- 
pends on the number of snow days that 
may still be ahead.) 

The School Committee last week 
unanimously approved early dismissal 
for seniors who have had no more than 
30 absences during three years in high 
school, have passed all academic 
classes (with no incompletes), and 
have demonstrated ‘‘good effort and 
attitude in all classes’’ and ‘‘school 
citizenship.”’

Richard Calandrella, CARE’s director of development in 
New England, reported that students in the third, fourth and 
fifth grades at the school donated $50 to the proceeds from a 
bake sale they held under the guidance of the Student Govern- 
ment.

Irrigation and water systems development to insure ad- 
equate supplies of water, even during times of drought. 

Calandrella said these ‘‘seemingly simple’’ projects are 
providing thousands of people overseas ‘‘with the precious 
resources they need to conserve and develop the land upon 


which they live and depend for their survival.’’

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Ballardvale Is Topic 
For Historical Program 


by Virginia Lopez Begg 


Ballardvale, named for a descendant of one of 
Andover’s founders over 300 years ago, will be the 
subject of a program entitled ‘Ballard Vale in its 
Hey Day’ at the Andover Historical Society on 
Sunday, Feb. 5, at 2 p.m. and 3 p.m. Ruth Sharpe of 
the Ballardvale Branch Library will present the 
program which will include many interesting and 
little-known facts about this historic area of And- 
over. There will be a small admission fee and 
seating is on a first-come basis 

In the late 18th century, Timothy Ballard, sixth in 
descent from William Ballard, owned not only 
much of the land in this area but also the “‘priv- 
ileges’’ of the Shawsheen River. These privileges 
were invaluable in an age when water power was 
the only power available for mills—the mills which 
ground flour, made gunpowder and, from the begin- 
ning of the 19th century, began to work the looms of 
the textile industry. 

In 1836, as news of the great experiment down the 
road in Lowell reverberated around the world, 
three Andover entrepreneurs, John Marland, Abra- 
ham Gould and Mark H. Newman, bought the land 
and river ‘‘privileges’’ of Timothy Ballard and 
created a mill and village called Ballard Vale. 

Although woolen cloth, especially the white flan- 
nels so characteristic of gracious living in that era, 
was the primary product, other textiles were also 
manufactured. There as even an attempt for a time 


to grow mulberry trees, raise silk worms and 
produce silk cloth in the great ‘‘silk bubble’’ which 
swept the eastern United States. 

Other manufacturing operations also located in 
Ballardvale. The blue-decorated stoneware, so 
sought after today by antique collectors, was made 
by the Ballard Vale Stoneware Manufacturing Co. 
for ten years. A representative collection of this 
stoneware is on view at the Andover Historical 
Society. Other products, such as locomotives and 
steel files, were also manufactured by other com- 
panies 

For residents of the village along the winding 
Shawsheen life was pleasant and came to include 
memorable Fourth of July celebrations, picnics at 
the Grove, to which excursion trains came from 
Boston, and dances at the Canoe House. 

Ballardvale today is one of Andover’s most his- 
toric areas. It continues to be a vital community, 
proud of its past and planning for the future. The 
Andover Historical Society invites the public to its 
Ballardvale program to learn more about the vil- 
lage on the Shawsheen. 

The Andover Historical Society is a non-profit 
educational institution open to member and public 
use.

Future May Hold

What’s it really like to be a doctor? (Or a 
lawyer, pilot, computer programmer?) And 
why should a 13-year-old with medical (or 
legal, flying, programming) ambitions 
have to wait to grow up and finish years of 
training to find out? 

Some 120 West Junior High School sev- 
enth, eighth and ninth-graders are getting a 
glimpse into their potential futures this 
year, as WJH opens its doors to let in a little 
of the real world with an experimental 
program called the Explorer Institute 

The Explorer Institute invites profession- 
al people from the Greater Lawrence area 
to the junior high for after-school and eve- 
ning sessions with small groups of students 
The groups began meeting once or twice a 
week during December, and will continue 
theeting through the end of the school year. 

Interested students have signed up for 
programs on medicine, communications, 
science, the law, flying, woodworking. The 
program most in demand — no surprise in 
this, the much-touted Computer Age — is a 
computer course, which meets in eight ses- 
sions for intermediate and advanced stu- 
dents, plus an accelerated session 

Why would a student sign up for a volun- 
tary after-school program, with no grades 
and no course credits? ‘‘It provides an 
opportunity to pursue a career interest, or a 
leisure-time interest, in an informal setting 
with an adult who has expertise in that 
area,’ West Principal William Hart ex- 
plains 

‘The student should be able to go as far 
as he wants — even if he decides, ‘This isn't 
for me.’ Getting into the nitty-gritty of 


medicine, say — it would be great if a 
student finds out it isn’t for him now, in- 
stead of halfway through medical school.”’ 

A survey of ninth-graders’ career and 
leisure interests last year inspired the Ex- 
plorer Institute. Students’ top three career 
choices: medicine, law, computer pro- 
gramming. (The bottom three were ar- 
chitecture, journalism and _ electronics, 
with such choices as nursing, professional 
athletics, flying, music and law enforce- 
ment falling in between. ) 

Armed with computer printouts on each 
student’s first- and second-choice career 
and leisure interests, the West principal 
asked, ‘‘How can we accomodate, in the 
school setting, some of these interests?”’ 
Mr. Hart recalls. Since the school had nei- 
ther staff nor budget to create programs on 
law or medicine, for example, the principal 
began to ‘‘seek resources’’ outside West. 

He found what he was looking for in 
Duane Powell, director of the Boy Scouts’ 
Explorer Post, North Essex Council, Law- 
rence, and Powell’s assistant, Betsy Brook. 

They put together a listing of Greater 
Lawrence professional people willing to 
come to school and talk about their work or 
free-time interests. For three six-week pe- 
riods (once in fall, winter and spring) "West 
set aside one period each week during the 
school day when ninth-graders could meet 
with these speakers. More than 100 commu- 
nity people participated in the program last 
year (and are still available to teachers 
who wish to bring them into class. ) 

At the same time, the school’s supply of 
computers was upped from ‘‘one or two’’ to

about a dozen, and Mr. Hart wanted to take 
advantage of that windfall 
He tapped Steve Fletcher, father of an 
eighth-grader and an informations systems 
manager for Wang, to help develop an eve- 
ning computer course for students. Parent- 
volunteers were recruited to help teach five 
programming courses that combined aca- 
demics with a chance to use the computers 
When the trial computer program began, 
every single course was over-subscribed 
to our amazement,’’ Mr. Hart says. ‘We 
hadn't expected such a great response.”’ He 
was struck not just by the way students 
picked up on the opportunity to ‘‘pursue 
their own interests after school,’’ but by 
how enthusiastic parents were about ‘‘con- 
tributing their unique talents. We were de- 
lighted with the response.’ 
rhe next step was to stretch the evening 
program to include other career/leisure 
areas besides computers. Mr. Hart called 
in Mr. Powell and Ms. Brooks during the 
summer to help him ‘‘expand the concept.’ 
The program would be opened up to sev- 
enth-and eighth-graders, along with the 
ninth-graders; and all courses would be 
held after school, either in the afternoon or 
at night 
More volunteers would be needed: The 
principal wondered, ‘‘Who'll give the 
time?’’ He made a pitch for the newly- 
christened Explorer Institute to parents 
during an open house at the school in Octo- 
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ber. And a brochure was sent home with 
students, inviting both students and parent- 
volunteers to register for the new program 

Mr. Hart and his staff at West ‘didn’t 
know who was going to come’’ to sign up for 
the institute, but on registration night, ‘‘lo 
and behold, there was a big long stream of 
parents and kids’’ ready to sign up 

With 121 students registered and more 
than a dozen parents enlisted to lead small 
groups of seven to 19 students, Explorer 
Institute sessions began meeting in late 
November and early December, for an hour 
or two once or twice a week 

Steve Fletcher returned to continue lead- 
ing the computer sessions, which ‘‘pick up 
where the school curriculum leaves off,’’ he 
explains. The intermediate sessions help 
the group become ‘more familiar with the 
computer,’’ and toward the end of the pro- 
gram, begin teaching computer graphics 

The advanced session focuses on graph- 
ics: By the end, students can write their 
own game programs, Mr. Fletcher says — 
something they find ‘‘exciting and fun.”’ 
And students in the ‘more loosely-struc- 
tured’ accelerated session simply ‘‘do their 
own stuff’’, projects they ‘would not have a 
chance to do during the school day. 

Student response to the institute sessions 
has been, he says, ‘tremendous. All the 
kids really want to do it — they're really 


motivated.’’ The eight or ten parents who

Libraries today hold a wealth of information. 
Cataloging this information so that it is up-to-date 
and easily available to patrons has become increas- 
ingly difficult. With a giant step forward, Andover’s 
Memorial Hall Library, in consortium with ten 
other Merrimack Valley libraries, has installed the 
LIBS 100 public access catalog which will, in the not 
too distant future, eliminate the card catalog alto- 
gether. 

For over a year and a half the staff has been 
entering Memorial Hall Library’s collecion into the 
computer’s database and on Sunday, Feb. 5, at 1 
p.m. they will unveil six new public terminals and 
will demonstrate to patrons the many advantages 
and ease of operation of ‘‘The Cat-a-List,’’ And- 
over’s new public access catalog. Andover is the 
first public library in the state to provide public 
access terminals for its patrons. 


With a simple touch of the screen, patrons may 
search by author, title or subject to locate informa- 
tion. The ‘‘Cat-a-List’’ will display complete biblio- 
graphic data about a specific entry, Memorial Hall 
Library's holdings, other area library holdings, its 
location (call number) in the library and its status 
(i.e., whether the book is on the shelf or when the 
book is due). 

In addition to the library’s books, records, tapes, 
video-cassettes and art prints, all of ‘‘Answers”’ 
community information files covering Greater 
Lawrence clubs, organizations and social service 
agencies have been entered into the database for 
patron convenience 

Many members of the Friends of the Library, 
coordinated by Volunteer Chairmanf Vicki Kubacki 
and trained by systems analyst Evelyn Kuo, will 
assist the staff in demonstrating ‘‘Cat-a-List’’ to 
patrons during the first few weeks of operation.

Today is your last chance to do town 
business at Town Hall on Main Street: 
Tomorrow all offices will be moved out of 
the 120-year-old building and down the 
street to the new municipal office center on 
Bartlet Street — which was once part of 
East Junior High. 

Offices of the Community Development 
and Planning Department and the Council 
on Aging will begin moving out of their 
quarters in the Essex Street Theatre Build- 
ing tomorrow afternoon, and finish the 
move on Saturday. 

Town offices will be closed during the 
move Friday, and will re-open for business 
Monday morning in the two East Junior 
High wings that have been renovated to 
house all town and school offices. (School 
offices will move from the Shawsheen 
School during February school vacation, 
the week of Feb. 19.) 

The Boston moving company of Casey 
and Hayes has been busy packing up Town 
Hall during recent weeks, while over at the 
new building, work crews were putting final 
touches on the offices this week — setting 
up partitions and shelves, painting and 
cleaning up. 

The move will start Friday morning on 
the second floor of Town Hall, where the 
town manager's office is located. The 
movers will then work their way down to 
the first floor, where the town clerk’s, as- 
sessors’ and tax collector’s offices are lo- 
cated. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony indi- 
cated this week that the first floor offices 
will actually remain open for business Fri- 
day while the second floor is being moved. 

Andover Office Associates, a part of 
Channel Building of Andover, is paying for 
the move as part of its contract to renovate 
the former junior high school for the town. 

Parking at the new building will be tricky 
— “chaotic’’ — during the weeks ahead, 
Mahony predicted. The town will go out to 
bid for work on a new parking lot later this 
month, but in the meantime townspeople 
visiting the new municipal offices will have 
to find parking on Bartlet and Whittier 
streets 

Town employees are being urged to park 
in the former Purity Supreme lot down the 
street, or behind the school building in a lot 
near the school ball field, the manager said.

The entrance to the new building is lo- 
cated on Bartlet Street, opposite Punchard 
Avenue. 

With Town Hall about to be left behind, 
the town’s Reuse Committee must now find 
a new use for the building. Committee 
members have indicated that they would 
like Andover to hold onto the building and 
lease it to tenants while preserving the 
historic structure. 

Shawsheen School will be returned to 
school use next fall — most likely as an 
early childhood education center, according 
to a recent School Committee vote — and 
the theatre building will be demolished to

another major. That education switch cost him an 
extra year of college. 

Through the Explorer Institute, ‘I’m giving the 
kids a real-life situation,’’ he says. ‘‘I want them to 
experience the professional world prior to ever 
getting involved with it — I think it can really help 
kids to decide.” 

The 15 students in his program have broken down 
into small groups to form their own ‘‘companies’’, 
and each has chosen a ‘‘client.’’ After deciding the 
best way to represent their clients, the groups will 
produce newspaper and magazine ads, tape radio 
spots and shoot television commercials, working at 
Mr. Salafia’s offices on Post Office Avenue. The 
students are enthusiastic — and the advertising pro 
says he is ‘‘having a ball.” 

Gary Clarke, an FAA pilot and ex-Air Force pilot 
who still flies weekends with the Air Force re- 
serves (and father of four, including two WJH 
students), is offering a session on flying. The insti- 
tute gives his group a chance to ask ‘‘so many 
questions’ about how to become a pilot: ‘It’s 
nice,”’ he says. ‘‘I never had anyone tell me at that 
age how to go about it.” 

Last month, the pilot took his group to Logan 
Airport, where they toured the control tower, the 
cockpits of a 747 and an L-1011, cargo areas, and 
viewed a damaged plane (one that recently landed 
with its landing gear up). In previous weeks, the 
group saw films on the history of aircraft and 
pilots’ medical issues. And in the weeks ahead, they 
may visit Pease Air Force Base, Hanscom Air 
Force Base, and the Lawrence municipal airport. 

Like the other volunteer parents, Mr. Clarke says 
of the program, ‘‘I love it. I probably enjoy it more 
than the kids do —but I don’t tell them that.”’ 


professionals had come in to school when I was that 
age.” 


Mr. Hart says the program has the potential for 
spreading to other Andover schools, but only after 
it’s been carefully evaluated at the end of this 
year’s sessions. ‘‘I want to make an honest assess- 
ment of it before I trumpet it,” he says. 

But he adds with confidence, ‘‘Conceptually, it is 
very powerful. It’s a marvelous opportunity to 
expand our resources —we’re getting educational 
resources free of charge. Any time we can do that, 
and do it effectively, we should do it.”’ 

Perhaps the Explorer Institute's brightest selling 
point is that it ‘brings the outside community into 
the schools, and gives us a chance to go to the 
outside,’’ the principal says. “It helps break down 
the isolation that can exist, and does exist, in 
school. And after all, the school belongs to the 
community.”

The Schola Cantorum of Christ Church Episcopal 
Church, 25 Central Street, Andover, will sing the 
service of Evensong at 4 p.m. on the first Sunday of 
February, March and April. The Rev. James Di-

The service of. Evensong first appeared in the 
Church of England, from which the American Epis- 
copal Church originated, in the middle of the 16th 
century. It is an adaptation of the Roman Catholic 
Vespers services, which is of ancient origin. 

What sets the vespers and Evensong services 
apart from other liturgical celebrations is that 
these were the first services in which the early 
plainsong chants were permitted to be embellished. 
As a result, the great composers were given free- 
dom to create music aside from the traditional 
chants for the evening service. 

Evensong has become Snown as the great musi- 
cal service of the Episcopal church.

Two Condominium Proposals Set 
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To Face Town Meeting Action 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Two condominium proposals are headed for town meeting, 
the TOWNSMAN learned this week, while a third condo plan 
may or may not come before voters in April 

James Barenboim of Andover will ask town meeting to 
rezone a 12.5-acre Shawsheen Village site from single-resi- 
dence zoning to an apartment zone, to allow him to build 29 
$200,000 townhouse units 

And Robert Flannery of Andover will ask voters to rezone a 
33-acre site off North Street from a single-residence zone to 
apartment zoning, to permit construction of a large condomi- 
nium development. (Flannery’s plans are currently being 
revised, but his original plan called for 228 $100,000 units. ) 

However, the plans of Theodore Sullivan of Tewksbury 
remain unknown. Sullivan recently presented the Planning 
Board with a proposal for approximately 132 condominium 
units, to sell at $175,000 to $200,000, for a 33-acre site off 
Bellevue Road. The site is currently zoned for single resi- 
dences 

Sullivan could not be reached for comment this week 
Andover Community Development and Planning Director 
Jonathan Gilmore said he has not heard from the developer 
since the planning board presentation three weeks ago, and 
does not know if Sullivan intends to pursue the plan 

The planners had major concerns about Sullivan's plan, 
centered on lack of sewer service and adequate water service 
to the site, and considered it the most problematical of the 
three condo proposals, Gilmore said 

The board saw the Shawsheen Village plan as the most 
promising, according to Gilmore. Barenboim, who will pre- 
sent his plans to the selectmen on Monday, Feb. 13, hopes to 
rezone his Poor Street site from its current Single Residence 
\ status to an apartment zone 

He maintained last week that such rezoning could not be 
called spot zoning an objection town officials and voters 
frequently raise to proposed zone changes —because it Is 
idjacent to an existing apartment zone, one which includes 
the Aberdeen condominiums on North Main Street. Baren 
boim said he is not seeking a new zone for the area, but the 
expansion of an existing apartment zone to include his site 

Barenboim’s parcel overlooks Hussey’s Pond and is oppo 
site Windsor Street. In plans drawn by Matarazzo Designs of 
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Concord, he has proposed 29 units in six two-story buildings — 
which, he said, would be set 300 to 400 feet back from the road 
and would not be visible from Poor Street 

The buildings would be designed to resemble existing 
houses in the historic neighborhood, he said: from brick 
facades to the details of the chimney design 

Barenboim said he intends to develop the site even if town 
meeting turns down his proposed zone change. His alternative 
is 14 single-family houses, and a design that would require 
cutting down more trees and more earth removal than the 
condo plan. Condominiums, he said, would have ‘‘the least 
impact on the neighborhood.”’ 

Flannery has also decided to bring his proposal before town 
meeting with a request for apartment zoning, Andover Atty 
Gerald Cohen said this week. The North Street parcel is 
located in a Single Residence C zone near the West Andover 
industrial park 

After hearing the developer's presentation, the planning 
board was most concerned about density: 228 units on 33 acres 
would multiply the existing single-residence density by seven. 

otential traffic impact on the area was another of the 
planners’ concerns 

Flannery's engineers have been meeting with town staffers 
and working on design revisions, Cohen said. They wil! appear 
before the planners again next Tuesday night. 

The attorney said the plans are still undergoing changes, 
based on the concerns of town officials, and he was not sure 
how many units will be included in the final plans that will 
come before town meeting 

The planners will hold public hearings on zoning changes 
proposed by town officials on Feb. 21 and Feb. 28. The Feb. 28

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The Shawsheen Decision 


It would seem inordinately premature to be so 
concerned about the proposed use of the 
Shawsheen school as evidenced by communica- 
tions and petitions presented to the school commit- 
tee last week. 

Petitions bearing the signatures of over 200 
townspeople informed the board that in their opin- 


ion converting the Shawsheen to an early child- 
hood education center would be a ‘grave mistake. 


Shawsheen residents wrote the committee 
asking consideration of reopening the building as 
neighborhood K-6 school. 

While both groups may have valid points, they 
would appear to be only minute and self-serving 
considerations upon which the school committee 
must ultimately make their final decision. 

The overriding factor in the ultimate designation 
of the Shawsheen building fitting into the town’s 
educational complex is considering what is benefi- 
cial to the community as a whole. 

The most salient consideration should be what 
will be both economical and serve the best inter- 
ests of the entire school population. 

Certainly the school committee will look at the 
cost factor of again converting the building back to 
educational use. 

Also to be considered is the possibility of the 
building’s educational application in view of a 
continuing population growth, thus avoiding new 
school construction within a few years, which now 
seems to be a concern of many in both the school 
department and the town. 

As for some of the other suggested factors, 
class-size is something which is perpetually ad- 
dressed by school administrators. Forecast for the 
coming school year indicates that the class sizes 
will be more within the prescribed Andover 
guidelines than in the past, which bodes well for 
the community. In future years, depending on 
population growth and the economic constraints 


placed upon the school department, the ratio may 
once again be off, but there is little that can be 
done, given the budgetary boundaries provided by 
the townspeople. 

Long bus rides, it is felt, is not a serious problem 
for youngsters, nor is moving from one neighbor- 
hood to another to attend classes such a traumatic 
experience as one might imagine. Youngsters of 
any age have a natural ability to make friends 
easily and acclimate themselves to conditions and 
environments quite rapidly. 

Adults sometimes find such experiences diffi- 
cult, often due more to being personally inconve- 
nienced. 

The school committee has assured the commu- 
nity that all ramifications will be considered be- 
fore an ultimate decision is made on the 
Shawsheen building. Too, the board will announce 
in advance when that decision will be made, in 
order to allow for additional parental input. 

Understandably, the board will listen to all con- 
cerns before making its decision. 

But it is to be hoped that when the ultimate vote 
is cast, the board will be cognizant of the total 
community and the application of the bricks and 


mortar of the Shawsheen to the town’s overall 
educational needs. 


The board has been faced with similar decisions 
in the past, oddly enough concerning the closing of 
two elementary schools in town. 

Now, looking at a building’s reopening, the ap- 
peals again are placed before them. 

When facing the school-closing issues of the 
past, the committee grasped the issues squarely 
and, despite personal pleas, voted properly in 
reassigning pupils elsewhere, it being in the best 
interests of the entire community to do so. 

Although board membership has changed since 
then, there is a confidence that this school com- 
mittee will act in a similar manner.

On Naming 
Buildings 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

I have been reading in your paper about the 
question of names for the two wings of the old East 
Junior High School. Let it be known that both 
buildings were given names many years ago by 
town meetings. 

Let us start with the east wing. Town meeting 
voted to name that the Clara A. Putnam Junior 
High School. Along with the auditorium and gymna- 
sium the original appropriation was made at a 
special town meeting in the baseball cage at Phil- 
lips Academy on the night of December 11, 1933. It 
was one of the first P.W.A. projects in the Roose- 
velt Administration. The Federal Government was 
bearing a third of the cost. Early in 1934, before the 
construction got under way, the Federal Govern- 
ment through the P.W.A. (Public Works Adminis- 
tration) issued a directive to the effect that no 
P.W.A. project should be named for a living person. 
Consequently, the name of Clara Putnam was 
dropped. The east wing became the Andover Junior 
High School. Miss Putnam had returned as princi- 
pal of the old Stowe Junior High School shortly 
before 

Only us old folks knew Miss Putnam. She is 
entirely unknown to the young people and to the 
new people in town. She was ‘Old Andover.’’ She 
taught in the Bradlee School in Ballardvale and 
took over as principal of the Stowe Grammar 
School in September of 1916. During the fall term 
Miss Putnam and Henry C. Sanborn, then the new 
superintendent of schools, worked out plans to 
establish the Stowe Junior High School Which be- 
came a reality on the second of January 1917. There 
were three grades in the Stowe building at that 
time, sixth, seventh and eighth. Only the seventh 
and eighth were included in the junior high. Under 
the plan all seventh and eighth graders throughout 
the town were brought in to the Stowe building 
They came in from Bradlee School in Ballardvale, 
the Richardson School in Shawsheen Village, Indian 
Ridge School on Cuba street, West Center, which 
stood on Beacon Street near the corner of Lowell 
Street, the old North School, still standng on River 
Road, also two one-room buildings, the Osgood and 
the Bailey schools on Osgood Street and Bailey 
Road. There was no such thing as a junior high 
school in any community for miles around here. It 
was something new. It was a big deal and Andover 
had it. It was Clara Putnam and Henry Sanborn 
Clara Putnam is best remembered for this frequent 
remark, ‘Do the right thing for righteous sake.’ 
There were no problems of discipline. There was no 
vandalism. There was no theft. A boy went out the 
north side door on a very windy day. The door 
slammed and the large glass panel broke. She 
insisted that he pay for the glass. The students did 
the right thing because Miss Putnam said that it 
was the right thing. We all thought that it was a 
good idea because she said so 

The east wing, which will house all the school 
department offices was paid off long ago and the 
Federal Government has been out of the picture for 
years. There should be no question that the name of 
the building should be the Clara A. Putnam Build- 
ing. 

Let us now look to the west wing. This was built in 
1917 as Punchard High School, placed in front of the 
old Punchard building which was retained and used 
for various classes, When Benjamin Punchard died 
in 1850, he left money to build the original building 
and he left an endowment fund of $70,000 which, 
along with another $7,000 left by his widow, was 
used to run the school, administered by a board of

trustees, elected by ballot every three years. Cer- 
tainly, it is fitting and proper that the Punchard 
name be retained on the building.

municipalities to return to their fiscal year 
1982 levy limit to calculate the two and one- 
half percent increase in the levy limit al- 
lowed each year under Proposition 2%2. 

(The provision is designed to eliminate 
the permanent ‘‘penalty’’ to a community 
that can result if its levy limit drops one 
year. The tax increases that communities 
may pick up under the provision can be 
continued indefinitely. ) 

Although municipal maintenance has 
identified $3.5 million worth of mainte- 
nance projects that need attention, the town 
manager has not yet decided which items 
will be given top priority — which will be 
done this year and which will wait 

The only project that has a clear priority
